I  have  received  your, letter  of  September  12,  1949  ia 
which  you  express  interest  in  the  immigration  visa  case  of 
Mr*  Wladyslaw  Rado,  ^o  is  registered  here  as  an  intending 
immigrant  under  the  Polish  quota  as  of  May  21,  1946,  the 
date  of  his  original  registration  at  the  American  Consulate 
General  at  Naples, 


The  records  of  the  Embassy  reveal  that  on  December  8, 
1948  Mr*  Rado  successfully  made  formal  application  for  an 
Imigration  visa  and  his  name  has  been  added  to  the  list 
of  qualified  applicants  awaiting  the  allotment  of  Polish 
quota  numbers.  However,  in  view  of  the  heavily  oversub¬ 
scribed  state  of  the  Polish  quota,  Mr*  Radons  turn  has  not 
yet  been  reached  and  on  the  basis  of  present  indications 
it  would  appear  that  he  may  still  be  confronted  with  a 
further  waiting  period. 

Meanwhile.  I  take  pleasure  in  assuring  you  that  your 
interest  in  this  case  will  be  borne  in  mind  and  that  it 
will  continue  to  receive  every  possible  consideration  com- 
jpatible  with  the  immigration  laws  and  regulations  of  the
